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Infant Narrative: Two Stories, One Important Theme

ach year at this time I go 
through the same mental 
struggle with the Christmas 


story and how we celebrate Jesus’ 
birth. For me this struggle is best sym- 
bolized by the nativity displays set up 
in our churches. It frustrates my scrip- 
tural sensitivities to no end when the 
elements of two distinct biblical bi 

stories — one in the GospéRef Mat- 
thew, one in Luke —are casually com 
bined into one nativity setting While 
both accounts cover similar concerns, 
make similar theological points, and 


tely heavily on Old Testament themes’ 
and text, the “way” in which they tell 


the story is quite different. These in- 
fant narratives are basically individu- 
alized “theological introductions” tell- 
ing us something about the Jesus we 
are to meet later on in the story. As 
such, they deserve to be read and stud- 
ied separately. 


Matthew’s Infant 
Narrative 


The infant narrative in Matthew’s 
Gospel, two chapters long, consists of 
a genealogy and five scenes that tell 
the story of Jesus’ birth. 

Matthew’s genealogy begins with 
Abraham and basically tries to dem- 
onstrate Jesus’ hereditary links to King 
David and even back to Abraham. 
Luke, the only other Gospel with a 
genealogy, links Jesus all the way back 
to Adam and Eve. Matthew and Luke’s 
genealogies are not the same. They are 
worth studying at length. 


First Scene: 


Birth of Jesus 

Matt. 1:18-25: While Mary was be- 
trothed to Joseph, but before she 
moved into his home, she was found 
to be with child. Joseph was not the 
father. Being a “righteous” man, not 
wanting to expose Mary to the shame 
of her situation, Joseph intended to di- 
vorce her quietly until an angel of the 
Lord appeared to him in a dream. The 
angel told Joseph not to fear, but to take 
Mary into his home as his wife any- 
way. The child conceived in Mary was 
by the Holy Spirit. Joseph 1s to name 
the boy child Jesus. All this is being 
done to fulfill what God had foretold 
through the prophet Isaiah. (Is. 7:14) 

Joseph awakes from his dream and 
does as the angel commanded. Joseph 
took Mary into his home and had no 
sexual relations with her before,the 
child was born. When the boy was 
born, Joseph named him Jesus. Thisall 
took place in Bethlehem where Joseph 
and Mary lived. Jesus’ actual birth is 
recorded in less than one verse, a part 
of a verse, “she bore a son.” (Matt. 
1:25) 

In Matthew’s story, Joseph is the 
main character. The story in told from 
his perspective. It’s a man’s perspec- 
tive; it’s a man’s story. Matthew’s in- 


fant story will reveal how the political 
world, the “powers and principalities” 
will receive the Lord. 


Scene Two: The Birth 


Announcement 
Matt. 2:1-12: If Jesus’ actual birth 
seemed low-key, his birth announce- 
ment was anything but. Magi from the 
East showed up in Jerusalem on King 
Herod’s doorstep asking, “Where is the 
newborn King of the Jews? We saw his 
star at its rising and have come to. do 
him homage.” (Matt. 2:2) This star was 
Jesus’ cosmic birth announcement. The 
. attention it attracts will have far-reach- 
“ing geopolitical ramifications. 
~ . In the cultural world of the first 
century, magi were a caste of very 
high-ranking political-religious advi- 
sors to the rulers of the Median and 
Persian empires (roughly equivalent to 
the modern countries of Iran and Iraq.) 
They were schooled in all the sciences 
including astrology. 

When the Magi and their entou- 
rage showed up in Jerusalem follow- 
ing anewborn star, the customary sign 
of anewborn king, King Herod and all 
of Jerusalem were “greatly troubled” 
(Matt. 2:3). It was a trickle-down con- 
cern from King Herod to his royal 
household, to the priests and scribes, 
to his servants and handmaids, to the 
people of Jerusalem. 

Who could this newborm King of 
the Jews be, this so-called Messiah? 
This was not good news for King 
Herod, He had no need for competi- 
tion; he was the King of the Jews by 
the graces of Rome. Any other King 
of the Jews would be a direct threat to 
him and his Roman sponsors. : 

Herod called all his holy wise men 
together to determine where this rival 
king was to be born. The chief priest 
and scribes turned to their holy book, 
the scriptures and found where the 
prophet Micah foretold to Bethlehem 
a great ruler shall be born. 

Herod instructs the magi to go to 
Bethlehem to find their king, do him 
homage and then return to Jerusalem 
to let him know where to find the new- 
born king so he could do him homage 
too. The magi left Jerusalem and head- 
ed for Bethlehem. The star they were 
following preceded them. When they 
arrived in Bethlehem, the star came to 
rest directly over the house where the 
child king was. They entered the house, 
saw the child with his mother, did him 
homage and gave him three gifts; gold, 

“s frankincense and myrth. 

The three gifts: The first was gold, 
a practical gift, one that would be use- 
ful for the hard times ahead. However, 
this gift was not given for its practi- 
cality but for what it symbolized: Jesus’ 
kingly majesty. The second, frankin- 
cense, a kind of incense, symbolized 
Jesus’ divine connection. Lastly, 
myrrh, a morbid gift, was the aromat- 
ic gum resin used to anoint dead bod- 


"Where: 1s the chile whe ee been bor king of the 
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ies before burials. Even at this joyful 
occasion, the birth of Jesus, the story 
wants to remind us of what is ahead, 
for this child king will be put to death, 
crucified for the sins of all. 

Told in a dream — the angels do- 
ing again — not to return to Jerusalem 
for Herod has no good in store for the 
newborn child king, the magi return 
home by another route. 


Scene Three: 

Flight into Egypt 
Matt. 2:13-15: Joseph is told in a 
dream by an angel to get out of town, 
quick, that night! Herod is out to kill 
the child Jesus. Joseph, the action-hero 
character in our story, wastes no time. 
He heads for Egypt, the nearest super- 


_—— 


power border. Joseph is following in 
the footsteps of his Old Testament 
counterpart, the other Joseph, son of | 
Jacob, reader of dreams and provider 
for his family in Egypt. Overnight the 
Holy Family become political refu- 
gees. One wonders how they survived 
their forced exile in this strange new 
land. Were they classified as illegal 
aliens? The text is silent on such mat- 
ters. 


_Scene Four: The Mas- 


sacre of the Infants 
Matt. 2:16-18: Herod soon finds out 
he’s been tricked by the Eastern wise 
guys. He makes a strategic decision, a 
preemptive strike. He sends his storm

urricane Georges and Mitch have wreaked 

havoc upon the people of Haiti, the Bomini- 
can Republic, Honduras, Nicaragua, Guatemala, 
El Salvador, southern Mexico and beyond. In re- 
cent weeks, relief efforts have come in from many 
countries. Donations are still critically important. 
You might make a'contribution to Catholic Relief 
Services or the American Red Cross in the name 
of someone as an alternative to buying a Christ- 
mas present. 

Another way to help the immediate problems 
is to write or call Senator Grassley’s office, Sena- 
tor Harkin’s office and your Representative’s Of- 
fice with two federal needs. The first is to forgive 
the debt to these countries. As you may well know, 
these disasters have set the people back 50 years. 
They will never be able to pay the debt back to the 
World Bank or the International Monetary Fund.

The second issue is to push for Temporary Pro- 
tective Status for those living in this country and 
who are in deportation proceedings. Currently, there 
is a hold on deportations until the first part of Jan- 
uary. This will not be enough time for the effected 
countries to get their feet back on the ground. They 
need several years of protected status. They also 
need to be free in this country and not held in de- 
tention by the Immigration Service. The other part 
to this is to push for humanitarian parole. This 
would allow people who are undocumented or dis- 
tant relatives to petition the INS to allow family 
members to enter the United States and live here 
until it is safe to return to their country of origin. 
My understanding is that U.S. Attorney General 
Janet Reno has the power to make these decisions. 
Please contact her and urge her to grant Tempo- 
rary Protective Status and Humanitarian Parole to 
the countries hit by these disasters. 

Finally, we will need to organize, over time, 
many relief efforts for those suffering in Central 
America and beyond. It is going to take years for 
these people to get back on their feet and more years 
to just come back to where they were before the 
hurricanes hit. We have no idea. This disaster hit 
the poor. The rich still have their homes and mon- 
ey in banks. The poor have become poorer. With 
your help and the help of thousands all over the 
world, we can make a difference.

troopers to Bethlehem with a 
death squad assignment: kill all 
male children under the age of 
two years. Sure, there will be 
some innocent victims, “collat- 
eral damage.” It can’t be helped 
— a regrettable, but necessary 
outcome for a shrewd and polit- 
ically expedient move. 

Herod does nothing out of 
the ordinary here; any other po- 
litical operative would do the 
same. Herod represents the ways 
of the world, how the “powers 
and principalities” will respond 
to the underlying threat that Jesus 
and his message pose. 


Scene Five: 

Return from Egypt 
Matt. 2:19-23: Herod dies, all 
tyrants do. An angel tells Joseph 
in a dream that it’s safe to bring 
the child home, but not to Beth- 


lehem. Herod’s son reigns there, 
they go to Nazareth instead. It 
will be safer there. Like Moses 
“up from Egypt” Matthew’s 
Jesus is in place, on the same 
page as Mark, Luke and John, in 
Nazareth ready to connect with 
John the Baptist when his time 
comes.

Just as the Roman Empire 
was the political force babking 
King Herod, today the Pnited 


States and it’s forces like Straty,
